In the year 180-192 there was 
a little band of Christians as- 
sembled in a little church house 
to celebrate the birth of the 
Babe of Bethlehem. We do not 
know on what order the celebra- 
tion was carried on, with the 
exception that the history states 
that they had a festival. They 
perhaps sang songs and gave 
recitations pointing to the birth 
of Jesus. There isn’t any doubt 
that they were a happy little 
band, they were so glad that Je- 
sus came to this world, so this 
was avery great event with 
them. They perhaps gave a 
special dinner for the poor as 
the very name festival indicates, 
and gave gifts, in fact they were 
having a very special occasion, 
but all at once their joyous cele- 
bration was frustrated when 
soldiers came at the command 
of the emperor, rushing into 
the church and seized the wor- 
shipers and bound them to 
stakes and burned them alive. 
This was the reign of Diocletian. 

The above shows that from 
the very beginning of this gos- 
pel dispensation the Christians | 
kept a birthday celebration inj} 
honor of the birth of Jesus. 
Hyer since the day of this nota- 
ble event the nations in general 
have on each succeeding year| 
kept this feast. Many families 
have birthday parties in honor 
ofthe birth of their children, | 
but the birth of no child has) 
ever attracted the attenion like 
that of the lowly Nazarene, tho’ 
He was born of poor parents 
and in the most unfavorable cir- 
cumstances the event stands out 
as the greatest in the history of | 
the world. 

There has been much conjec- 
ture as to the date of his birth. 
It is now understood that the 
time was four years previous to} 
the. time shown by our present 
calendar which would show to! 
be 1929 instead of 1925. | 

Also there is a considerable! 
difference of opinion as to the 
date of the month, some say the | 
20th of April, some say the 20th 
of May, some the 17th of No- 
vember, some the 28th of March. | 
Really I do not know that any- | 
one knows the exact date, but! 
there seems to be quite a great | 
deal of evidence that December | 
25, is the date kept from the| 
beginning. 

A man by the name of Chry-| 
sostom, in a sermon delivered in 
the year 386 stated that some 
held the feast of Dec. 25 to have 
been held in the West, from 
Thrace as for as Cadiz, from the 
beginning. He further states, 
“Tt certainly originated in the 
West, but spread quickly east- 
wards.” 

The’ British Encyclopedia 
says, The earliest identification 
of the 25th of December with 
the birth of Christ was given by 
Theophilus in the year 171-183. 

The next mention was by 
Hyppolytus. Jesus, he says, was 
born at Bethlehem on the 25th 
of December, a Wednesday, in 
Se forty second year of Augus- 
‘tus.

In two works of grace, justi- 


| fication by faith, and sanctifica- 


tion, the second work of grace 
in the heart, God destroys actual 


;and inbred sin completely out 


of the life. Then He gives the 
gift of the Holy Ghost upon the 
clean, sanctified life, and endues 
you with power to go into all the 
world and preach the Gospel. 

The first work of grace 
justification. God destroys the 
desire for the things of the 
world out of your life, when you 
become a child of God; and you 
walk asa “new creature in 
Christ Jesus.” However, the 
carnal nature, the root of de- 
pravity is still in the heart; and 
not until the soulis sanctified 
wholly, by a second, definite, in- 
stantaneous work of grace, is 
the root of sin eradicated and, 
put to death. (Rom. 6:6.) The | 
child of God then lives a sancti- | 
fied life in Christ Jesus. 

God is faithful to every soul 
that is born again, and He Him- 
self places the hunger in the 
heart for more of God. He leads 
you into a deeper consecration 
of your life to Him; and when 
you receive the wonderful ex- 
perience of sanctification, you 
enter into a rest with God that 
cannot be described. 

It seems the darts of the en- 
emy cannot strike the sancti- 
fied heart. Your heart is en- 
cased as with a shield. The op- 
position may come thick and 
fast, the very powers of the en- 
emy may be arrayed against 
you; but the “hidden treasure,” 
way down in the heart, shuts 
out all turmoil, and gives per- 
fect peace and rest. The darts 
of the enemy do not touch the 
life “hid with Christ in God,” or 
mar the perfect peace of the 
heart that is sanctified wholly. 

You must receive this ex-. 
perience to know the joy, the 
communion, the oneness with 
God that it brings. Then it be- 
comes easy to love the Lord 
your God with all the heart, 
with a perfect, divine love. All 
the heart, cleaves to the will of 
God the Father. The graces of 
the sanctified life, and the fruits 
of the soul that is sanctified 
wholly, are found in the 13th 
Chapter of 1 Corinthians. 

Then comes the hunger in the 
soul for the endtement of pow- 
er for service—not a work of 
grace, but the gift of power up- 
on the clean, sanctified life. Je- 
sus said, when He was about to 
be taken up into Heaven, “Tar- 
ry ye in the city of Jerusalem, 
until ye be endued with power 
from on High.” (Luke 24:49.) 

The baptism of the Holy 
Ghost is the baptism of power 
for service. No one can receive 
it except those who are sancti- 
fied wholly, living a holy, sanc- 
tified life. The disciples were 
sanctified before they were bap- 
tized with the Holy Ghost on 
the day of Pentecost. Jesus 
prayed for them in the power of 
the Spirit, that they might be 
sanctified. (John 17:17.) Then 
He appeared tothem after He 
Was risen fron\ the dead, and re- 
moved all doubt and fear out of 
their hearts, and breathed on 
them and said, “Receive ye the 

It 
was then they received the wit- 
ness of their sanctification. The 
Holy Spirit comes into the heart 
when the soul is sanctified, and 
witnesses to the work of sancti- 
fication, but this is not the bap- 
tism of the Holy Ghost. To bap- 
tize means to “dip or plunge,” 
which is different from the “wit- 
ness of the Spirit.” After that 
Jesus walked with His disciples 
forty days, and prepared them 
for this great Gift that was soon 
to fall upon their lives, and after 
He ascended, they returned to 
Jerusalem with great joy; and 
were continually in the temple, 
praising and blessing God.
